“Fighting Bob” Lives up to King 
Reputation — Wins Heavyweight 
Title in 1807— W as Married Four 
Times. 


Chicago, Oct. 
22.— Robert Fitz­ 
simmons, form er champion heavy­ 
weight pugilist of the world, died at 
a hospital here early today, after an 
illness of five days of pneumonia. 
The former cham pion was taken 
sick last Tuesday while appearing at 
a vaudeville th e a tre , and his ailment 
was at first diagnosed as ptomaine 
poisoning. 
L a te r it was discovered 
that he was suffering from double 
(lobar) pneum onia 
and 
physicians 
declared that he could not live. His 
remarkable vitality sustained him 
until Saturday w hen he lapsed into 
consciousness from which he did not 
rally except at ra re intervals. 
During the five days of his illness. 
Fitzsimmons w as the recipient of 
many messages from men whom he 
had formerly m et in the ring, includ­ 
ing James J .C orbett from whom he 
won the cham pionship and James 
J. Jeffries, who too k the title from 
him. 
Other pugilists and followers 
of the sport sent telegram s to the 
fighter and his wife, expressing hope 
of a speedy recovery. 
Fitzsimmons, u n til he sank Into 
his final stupor, fo ug ht for life as 
he had fought for victory in the ring. 
Physicians declared life was prolong­ 
ed several days by the grim determi­ 
nation of the m an. 
Mrs. Fitzsim m ons who was with 
her husband (luring his illness suf­ 
fered a 
nervous 
breakdown 
last 
Thursday and for a time it was be­ 
lieved her condition was dangerous, 
but she soon recovered and resumed 
her vigil at his bedB de 
“Bob was a g re a t fighter and a 
good husband,’’ said 
Mrs. 
Fitzsim­ 
mons. 
“He wrorked hard on the 
atrical circuit and I believe the ex­ 
posure between th e acts 
and 
the 
drafts which blew 
through 
the 
wings caused his illness.’’ 
“ Fighting Bob’’ lived up 
to 
his 
nickname and ring reputation to the 
end. 
He refused to admit defeat 
even after physicians had given up 
hope. 
Fitzsim mons always was re­ 
ferred to as an A ustralian because 
it was there th a t he started his ring 
career, but he was born in Helsten, 
Cornwall, England, Ju ne 4, 1862. 
His parents, how ever,, soon moved 
to New' Zealand. 
“ Fitzsimmons sta rte d work in his 
father’s blacksmith shop and at the 
age of eighteen gained fame for his 
dexterity iii sw inging a heavy ham­ 
mer and fashioning horse shoes. 
It 
was said he could shape two while 
others made one. 
Before taking up 
boxing, he was a ham m er thrower 
and long distance 
runner. 
The 
former champion's ring career be­ 
gan as the w inner of a light weight 
competition prom oted b> Jem Mace, 
New Zealand, in I 880. 
He defeated 
four men, knocking out three of 
them, and became th e am ateur cham­ 
pion of the country. 
The next year 
he defended his 
honors, 
defeating 
five opponents in one night. 
Fitzsimmons 
continued 
at 
the 
forge for the next six or seven years 
but was ready to fight at the first 
opportunity. 
A fter 
fighting 
three 
battles with Jim H all, then regarded 
as the middleweight champion 
of 
Australia, 
Fitzsim m ons 
came 
to 
America in 1890. 
He was one of the 
lightest men to win the heavyweight 
championship. 
H e rarely weighed 
more than 165 pounds when in con­ 
dition and gave aw ay as much as 
fifty pounds to som e opponents. 
Fitzsimmons 
won 
the 
world’s 
heavyweight title in 1897 when he 
defeated James J. C orbett 
iu 
the 
fourteenth round of their memor­ 
able battle at C arson City, Nev. 
He 
stopped Corbett v^ith his famous so­ 
lar plexus punch, of which he was the 
originator. 
For two years Fitzsim m ons clung 
to the honor, losing It to James J. 
Jeffries when lie w as knocked out 
in the eleventh ro und of a furious 
battle decided on J u n e 8, 1899 at 
Coney Island. 
In 1902 he met Jef­ 
fries again, hoping to 
regain 
the 
crown, but after having the better of 
the California giant on points, Fitz­ 
simmons went down to defeat in the 
eighth round. 
Old timers of the ring say the last 
knockout at the h a n d s of Jeffries 
started Fitzsimmons on the down­ 
ward path. 
He 
defeated 
George 
Gardner in a tw enty round contest 
in San Francisco in 1903, but later 
j vias knocked out 
by 
Philadelphia 
Jack O’Brien and Ja c k Johnson. 
Fitzsimmons m ade a fffortune in 
ring, his earnings soon vanished. The 
former champion’s 
first 
American 
ring experiences was In Sun F ran ­ 
cisco. 
His queer hops and peculiar 
style of 
fighting 
brought 
laughs 
from the spectators mid even made 
his opponents smile. 
He appeared 
awkward, but soon 
his 
experience 
eliminated his crudeness. .He really 


became prominent when lie defeated 
Jack Dempsy in 1891 for the middle­ 
w eight championship. 
After 
that 
victory, Fitzsimm ons fame was 
a s­ 
sured. 
Few 
middleweights 
would 
face him, so sta rtin g in 1894, he be­ 
gan meeting the bigger men of the 
ring. 
Fitzsimmons had a varied m atri­ 
monial career. 
H e was married four 
tim es, one of his wives being Julia 
Gifford, an actress. 
His widow re ­ 
cently became an Evangelist. 
She 
also appeared with Fitzsimmons in a 
vaudeville act iii which the former 
champion gave an exhibition of bag 
punching and other training stunts.
